Additional Evidence Which Looks Bad 
for Messenger Fotheringham.

Led to the Indictment, 


‘‘Jim Cummings” and Richard Roe“ Grad- 
ually but Surely Materializing—The De- 
tectives Now Sure of the Identity of Both 
Some Very Queer Facts About the Jim 
Cummings” Letter—Fotheringham Talks 
—The Indictment and the Witnesses Whe 
Furnished the Testimony—Latest Devel- 
opments in the Express Robbery. 


The results achieved in clearing up the 
Adams Express robbery are not as satisfactory 
as it was expected they would be two weeks 
ago. Gradually a great many facts and cir- 
cumstances have been brought to light that 
direct suspicions against Messenger Fother- 
ingham. Someof them are ofa convincing 
character. One fact is generally acknowledged, 
and thatis that no prisoner was ever shielded 
by a better behavior than Fotheringham. His 
conduct has perplexed the detectives even in 
the light of the developments. During his 
detention at the Southern Hotel he was re- 
quested to repeat his statement of the robbery 
time and again in the hope that if he was tell- 
ing aconcocted story in some ofthe repe- 
titions he would lose the keystone, and his 
story would fall to pieces. If he let slip 
any damaging admission it has been kepta 
profound secret by those who had him in 
charge. Itis certain, however, that he made 
no admission or contradiction of sufficient im- 
portance to settle the case; and from the fact 
that the detectives were obliged to resort to 
handwriting evidence and to ask Fothering- 
ham for samples of his chirography one would 
conclude thatthe operatives were contenting 
themselves with small pieces of evidence, 
which must accordingly have been a precious 
commodity. 

The operatives, who all believe Fothering- 
ham guilty and delteve that the fact will be 
proven beyond doubt in a short time, are im- 
pressed with the fact that the prisoner has 
given a great many evidences of truthfulness. 
In accounting for how he spent his time in St. 
Louis while off his run his statements were 


all found to be true. This part of the 
investigation was pursued with 
the Teatest accuracy. As each 


admission of how he spent a certain hour was 
obtained operatives were burried out to verify 
the statement. Unusual care was exercised, 
as it was supposed that within this time, if he 
was guiltily implicated, he must have met 
Im Cummings, as a young man’s courage 
in such a criminal undertaking could 
scarcely sustain itself for forty-eight hours 
without the support of an interview with con- 
federates. This they proved entirely wrong. 
No Jim Cummings was unearthed, and where 
Fotheringham—whether innocent or guilty— 
had reasons to be without a possibility of 


detection he told the truth under pro- 
test. When warned that if he was 
innocent of the robbery the best 


thing he could do was to tell the fullest 
truth, he suid he was willing to do so, and in 
no instance were his main statements dis- 
proven. These facts are admitted even by 
those who believe him guilty, and who hope 
to soon complete a chain of evidence for 
presentation in the Criminal Court. Already 
along string of convincing statements bave 
been made going to establish Fotberingham’s 
guilt. 

The most criminating testimony comes in 
shape of handwriting. Onthe day after the

LITTLE Rock, Ark., November 11.—Theques- 


the same table with the white jurors in a case 
is agitating our people just now, especially 
the hotel and restaurant men. The matter 
was put to a test in the trial of T. C. Pratt for 
counterfeiting. The jury was composed of 


eleven white men and one negro, as black as 
ebony. The jury could not agree, and when 
the supper hour arrived the men were taken 
to the Capital Hotel for their supper. The 
proprietor seated the white men and directed 
the colored man to an adjoining room 
set apart for the use of colored 
uests. The negro refused to go deciaring he 
und a perfect right to eat with the other 
urors. Tue propricter explained that it would 
eimpossible for him to seat a colored man 
where his white guests dined. He further 
said that the negro should have the same ac- 
commodations as the white jurors enjoyed, 
butin a different room. This the negro de- 


clined declaring that he owned 4 
$2,500 house in the city and kept a 
cook of his own, and that if not al- 


lowed to eat in the room he would go without 
his supper, whichhe did. Breakfast brought 
a repetition of the supper scene. The neyro 
would not eat in the room used for the enter- 
tainment of his race. He wanted the dining- 
reom or nothing at all. The affair was re-

JUDGE CALDWELL, 

and when court opened the following day the 
Judge made quite a iong speech, in which he 
deciared that negroes ‘‘as jurors were officers 
of the law and of the Court, and equally en- 
titled tothe same treatment as their fellow 
urors.’’ 

; »The ſurors, he said, did not go as social 
guests, but as a body of officers from a legal 
necessity, and in discharge of a legal duty, 
and it was the jurors that were fed and not 
twelve private citizens.’’ The Judge then or- 
dered the Marshal to designate some one to 
take the men to another restaurant and order 
breakfast, and forbade the Marshal paying the 
proprietor of the Capital Hotei for the 
men’s supper, declaring that he weuld not 
approve the account, as the jurors had not 
all had their supper. After repeated refusals 
from the restaurant men and at the solicita- 
tion of the Marshal, the proprieter of the 
Capital consented to allow the negro to dine in 
the room at the table with the white jurors. 
The citizens are greatly excited over the affair.

In the next place, 
as bas already been reported, the commission 
ginaquandary as to where their salaries 
and expenses are to come from, and are not 
in a humor to press the work as vigorously as 
the occasion requires. Again, the session 
about to open will be so short that unless the 
annual report of the commission is before 
Congress when it meete, which from present 
indications is not likely, there will 
be hardly time forthe preparation and passage 
of ariver and harbor bill satisfactory to the 
country, and finally, if a satisfactory bill is 
framed, the intimation from the President that 
de would sign no more such bills is likely to 
lessen the chance of its passage. 


West Virginia Politics. 


Ry Telecraph to the Fosr-Disr Aren 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 11.-—Col. 
Hassien of the Interior Department, who is 
well acquainted with the political situation in 
West Virginia, says the recent election in that 


State presented many curious features For 
instance, the Democrats only succeeded in 
retaining control of the Legislature because 
two districts which have heretofore given 
small Republican majorities turned sround 
and sent Democratic Representatives to the 
legislature.

A GENERAL RESUMPTION OF WORK AT THE 
CHICAGO STOCK-YARDS. 


The Packers Rescind the Anti-Union Labor 
Resolution—Arrival of Fowler’s New York 
Contingent, Escorted by the Militia—-A 
Row Ameng the Knights of Labor—The 
Cokemen’s Troubles—Labor News. 


CHICAGO, November 11.—At a meeting held 
last evening the packers rescinded the resolu- 
tion, adopted at a former meeting, agreeing 
not to employ any men connected with any 
labor organization. The packers, however, 
will exercise the right to employ and discharge 
whom they please. 

THE SITUATION IMPROVING. 

The situation at the stock yards shows im- 
provement this morning. All the packers re- 
port thet their forces are increasing and 
amone the applicants for work to-day many 
are of the old men. 

Contrary to the general expectation the 
army of workmen, which were engaged by 
Fowler &Co. in New York, last Monday, ar- 
rived at the yerds an reached their 
employers’ establishment without any moles- 
tation. Trouble wus ezpected when these 
300 arrived, and every precaution was taken 
by the military to preventit. Company D of 
the First Regiment marched to the corner of 
Pilty-fifth and Halstead streets shortly 
after 6 o’clock this wr gs 5 Shortly 
after that hour the Grand Trunk train 
with the imported workmen arrived and 
the men disembarked. Guarded by Company 
D, they then had to march two miles through 
the roughest part of the stock yards district to 
the yards proper and although the streets 
were crowded with strikers and their sym- 
pathizers not the slightest interferenee was at- 
tempted. The New Yorkers are now safely 
housed at Fowler’s. Reports to Gen. Fitz- 
simons at 8 o’clock from all parts of the 
yards report everything quiet. 

ROW AMONG THE KNIGHTS. 

The presence of blue coats was about the 
only indication this morning of any strike 
being in provress. Hundreds of men went to 
work and there seemed to be no lack of busi- 
ness at the principal packing-houses. Ar- 
mour & Uo, are running almost full blast, 
they having received a number of men from 
the East and a number of both old and 
new men having been put to work this morn- 
ing. The Orm has now nearly three thousand 
men at work. The Chicago Packing & Provi- 
sion Company received fifty men last night 
and now have about six hundred at work.

A notable arrival at the stock-yards this 
morning was A. T. Cariton of Boston, a mem- 
ber of the General Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor. He was sent here by Mr. 
Powderly, and itis thought he will endeavor 
to settle the strike peaceably. 

DRAWING Tv A CLOSE. 


The indications this afternoon are that the 
great strike at the stock yards is drawing to 
a close. A. A. Carleton of Boston, 
of the General Executive Board of 
the Knichts of Labor, arrived in this city 
this morning, and after consulting one or two 
of the old heads’’ of the order went out to 
the town of Lake. When he arrived there he 
was met by Barry, Marshall, Butler and other 
prominent Knights. The leader of the 
strike with Mr. Carleton as the new angel of 
peace, repaired to the Transit House and held 
along secret conference. Mr. Carleton isa 
conservative man, and was, itis said, chosen 
by Mr. Powderly as the agent most likely 
to be able to bring about the adjustment of 
the trouble. It was reported onthe Board of 
Trade oT oe the following dispatch was 
received by Mr. Barry this morning: 

Order the men back. Eight hour move- 
ment at this time considered impracticable 
and has not our approval. POWDERLY.’’ 

Mr. Barry refused to affirm or deny the 
truth of the report when interrogated 
by note, replying that he was ‘‘busy.’’ 
Mr. <Armour’s manager said that they 
had heard the same report from 
their manager at the yards, but they had no 
confirmation of the report although they be- 
lieved it. So many new men have come in 
from all parts of the country that the packers 
report this afternoon they need no more. 
At Armour’s 1,000 cattle and 3.000 hogs were 
killed to-day with the force at work in their 
house, which is composed almost entirely of 
new men. 


Non-Union Slaughter-Houses. 


ALBANY, N. I., November 11.—Twenty-six 
car loads of cattle on the hoof for dressed 
beef houses were received to-day. The agent 
of Swift & Co. has secured Anable’s hog abat- 
toir and has non-union butchers slaughtering 
cattie there. Some of the stock received was 
driven to Cohoes, where another non-union 
slaughter-house is in operation. Thirty car- 
loads of dressed beef from Chicawo reached 
here this morning, twenty of which were for 
Hammond & Co. and ten for Armour. 


An Amicable Settlement. 


JERSEY Crrr., N. J., November 11.—The 
strikers atthe hog abattoir, on the Hacken - 
sack Meadows, all went back to work this 
morning at an increase of wages. The com- 
pany refused to dismissthe two foremen as 
the strikers demanded, and also refused to 
treat with a committee from the Knights of 
Labor who waited on them. After a confer- 
ence with a committee of the strikers, the 
bosses succeeded in making an amicable 
settlement to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
Both parties made concessions. 


No Demands or Threats. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., November 11.—Manager 
Baldwin of the Cleveland & Pittsburg Railroad 
Company stated this morning that he had not 
heard of any men quitting work on their road. 
Some of the employes have requested certain 
changes, but they have made no demands or 
threats. Their requests are now being con- 
sidered, and it will take some time to render a 
decision. The men are all at work in the city, 
with no indication of their quitting. 


The Cokemen’s Troubles. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., November 11.—President 
Costello of the Miners’ Amaigamated Associa- 
tion left for Connelsville coke regions last 
night to use his influence in averting a quarrel 
between the operators and the men. A de- 
mand has been formulated by the local execu- 
tive board of the associat'on and presented to 
the coke syndicate. If this demand should be 
denied the men threaten to strike, but the 
chances are againsta lock-out. Such action 
would be particularly severe upon the pro- 
ducers just at present, as the demand for coke 
at paying figures is greater than the yo 2

The Rev. Dr. McGlynn lectured on Sunday 
night in St. Paul's Roman Catholic Church, 
Jersey City, for the benefit of the poor of the 
parish. The title of the lecture ‘*A Chris- 
tian view of the Labor question.’’ After being 
introduced by the Rev. Father Smith, pastor 
of the church, the Rev. Dr. McGlynn said:

THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

Here were displays made by the various 
mercantile interests of Dailas and also from 
other Texas cities. The building has a front- 
age of 200-feet and a depth of 75. The displays 
here were of a most interesting character, and 
reflect great credit on the exhibitors. The 
woman's department had an especially fine 
showing of fancy work and embroideries. 

FINE STOCK AND HORSES. 

Directly back of the Exposition Building are 
236 atalis for cattle and adjoining them 195 
stalls forhorses. Directly in front of the cat- 
tle stalis are 100 pens for sheep and bogs and 
245 coops for poultry. There was not an empty 
stall to be found, but on the contrary, new 
ones had to be added at the last mo- 
ment. Thie part ff the fair was 
a grand success. Men who have lived 
in Texas for nearly a lifetime said 
that never before did they have any idea of 
what the State hadin the way of live stock. 
Some ot the best blooded cattle in the South 
were to be seen here, and all Texas bred. The 
poultry exhibit, by its completeness, has con- 
virrced the most cynical that this country does 
nothing except om a*large scale. Outside of 
the St. Louis Fair there has never been sucha 
display seen in the whole country. It was 
simply superb. 

The management of the Texas State Fair 
have performed a nobie work in this their first 
annual fair.
